you have so kindly given us for 
the discussion of this subject in 
the News, but with your permis- 
sion I would like to make‘a few 
comments on Mr. Trimble’s last 
letter. I am very pleased to find 
that Mr. Trimble has no very 
serious criticism to make of my 
letter. What he credits me with 
saying about steadying the mar- 
ket was in Mr. Carswell’s letter, 
and was a quotation from Mr. 
Jamieson’s speech. I am sure I 
never thought for a moment that 
Alberta butter affected the world’s 
market. What I did say was that 
‘*the Government held the market 
(our market) controlled only ‘by 
Vancouver and Montreal.’’? This 
has been fully explained by Mr. 
Marker on a chart at public 
meetings. 

Regarding the figures Mr. 
Trimble gives for the Govern- 
ment creamery, they are quite 
correct as far as they go, but 
they are not quite complete ; 
everyone will remember that the 
Creamery Association refunded 
to their patrons the amount 
for what is known as local work- 
ing fund ; this was done because 
of the Government guarantee to 
make the butter for four cents 
per pound, plus the actual cost of 
hauling. This local working fund 
is supposed to come out-of the 
four cents, and takes the place of 
what we got as rent and surplus 
when the Dominion Government 
ran the creamery. Now, owing 
to the small make of butter, the 
cost of manufacture took up all 
the four cents, and also left the 
Government in the hole about 


$200.00, and the local working 
fund appeared as an extra charge 
on our patrons. Adding this re- 
fund to the figures given by Mr. 
Trimble, we have :—

I am pleased to see that Mr. 
Trimble made 75,000 lbs. of butter 
at his home creamery, but as he 
made this quantity he had the 
greatest advantage over the 
Government creamery that it is 
possible for one creamery to have 
over another. There is a distinct 
and well-known ratio between 
the quantity of butter made and 
what it actually costs to manu- 
facture it. One of the U.S.A. 
experimental stations published 
this in the form of a table : with 
a make of 40,000 or 50.000 Ibs. it 
usually costs about four cents, 


depending of course. on the cost 
of labor and supplies. We only 
made 53,000 lbs.; Mr. Marker 
stated last fall that if we had 
made another 25,000 lbs., that 
extra 25,000 could have been 
made at about two cents per 
pound, as practically the same 
cost for labor, fuel, etc., would 
have done it. This would have 
shown a profit on the extra make 
that would have paid a dividend 
to our shareholders, and I think 
most likely have netted our pa- 
trons an average price for the 
summer of say 19 cents per pound 
against Mr.Trimble’s 18.33, which 
is the average of his payments. 
Now Mr. Trimble did make this 
extra 25,000 lbs., therefore ar- 
guing on this line, Mr. Trimble 
should have paid his-patrons at 
least about one cent per pound 
more than he did, especially as 
he has no shareholders who are 
kicking for dividends, and also 
claims that he makes a higher 
price of his butter than the 
Government, which very likely 
he does. 

Seventy-five per cent. of our 
patrons are shareholders and 
own the building and plant, 
which was paid for partly by the 
shares, but largely out of the 
profits of former years. The 
Government creamery lost con- 
siderable cream last summer by 
the starting of the cheese factory. 
Cheese is as much a legitimate 
product of the province as butter, 
and if the cheese factory operates 
outside the territory covered by 
the creameries it is all right ; it 
is not that one factory should try 
to cut the other out, but rather 
that enough farmers should do 
enough dairying to keep them 
running full blast and at a profit, 
and the farmers themselves would 
be the richer for it. 

Mr. Martin is quite wrong when 
he says this discussion was start- 
ed to drive Mr. Trimble out of 
the business. 

Mr. Carswell’s first letter was a 
plea for the support of the Gov- 
ernment creamery, on the ground 
that we could not expect the 
Government to establish a pork- 
packing plant if the farmers did 
not support the existing Govern- 
mentinstitution of the creameries, 
but ran off to any new thing, like 
the cheese factory, as some of 
our old patrons did last summer. 
I believe Mr. Trimble favours a 
Government pork-packing estab- 
lishment ; in fact, I think it very 
likely that Mr. Trimble is himeelf 
a co-operator at heart, although 
he supports the private creamery 
asa personal business proposi- 
tion ; and I would suggest that 
the greatest boost that the rival 
creamery men could give to a 
Government packing plant would 
be for them to put their cream- 
eries under Governnent control ; 
if this step ‘secured a Govern- 
ment pork-packing plant, it 
would pay them in the end, for if 
the Government packing house 
induced as steady a market for 
hogs as the Government cream- 
ery control has for butter, and 
free from the fluctuations due to 
the caprice of the private packing 
houses, then hog feeding would 
become a very valuable adjunct 
to all the creamcries, for the 
most profitable disposal of the 


buttermilk.

Mr. Editor:— 

Thad a distinct object in view when 
I started this controversy in ‘The 
News.” 

It was to hold the farmers together 
and get them to realize where their 
best interests lay. Our creameries 
were thrown in the limelight through 
the A. F. A. using them as an_ illus- 
tration of what they wanted the gov- 
ernment. to do for the pork packing, 
beef canning and elevator facilities, all 
of vital interest to the farmers. The 
A.F.A. had been working with the 
Minister of Agriculture, and seemed to 
be making some headway, when the 
premier took hold, and at our con- 
vention stated “The farmers would 
not support these things, because they 
were not supporting the government 
creaneries.” That put it up to us far- 
mers all right. and tended to show the 
way things were shaping. The letter 
in The News written by Joshua 
Fletcher, President of the A. F. A. 
shows up ancther move of the premier, 
Every farmer should read that letter, 
for it seents to show it is a premier 
who is doing things now. Then the 
three premiers, viz: Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta met in Regina re- 
cently to discuss the elevator problem. 
The Farmers’ association of the three 
provinces are united on this question, 
and the premiers of the three govern- 
ments seem to want to be. Not one 
word has come out about that meet- 
ing, Whether for or against the pro- 
ject. But one thing we can bank on 
sure, If the farmers are united, we 
will get something done. If we are 
divided, we wont. Brother farmers, 
are not these things worth working 
for? It is you [am trying to wakeup, 
and see where you are at. Andy 
Trimble woke up all right, and accuses 
me of misleading you, but does not say 
where. He even publishes the state- 
ment of both creameries to preve that 
he paid 14 cents per Ib. of butter more 
than the government, therefore the 


government creamery was no good,. 


but a “spoon-fed offspring, and should 
be weaned.” He is wrong again, to the 
extent of 1.30 cents per Ib. of butter. 
The commissioner paid this 1.30 cents 
out of the price received for the butter, 
to the association as a local working 
fund. And it so shows in the balance 
statement and general statement, But 


as the association had no right to it, 
the directors af their first ineeting re- 
funded it to the patrons, to whom it 
belonged, and it was published in all 
the papers. 

Here is the true statement of what 
the government creamery paid, and 
Mr. Trimble’s I also give as he gave it, 
I presume it is correct:

Would not you put it in your pocket, 
Mr. Farmer, if you had the chance? Is 
not that pretty good evidence of the 
value of a “spoon-fed — offspring.”

tospoon-feed and nurse this off-spring.” 

I answer him, not one dollar, but we 
have saved the farmers probably 
thousands. 

And we could do quite as well in the 
pork packing, if the farmers will only 
mnake use of the government co-oper- 
eration they have got, and prove to 
the government that they want, and 
are worthy of, government co-oper- 
ation in these other lines.

DOMINION ‘FAIR, CALGARY. the fifty-feet-of-snow and the|/in any part of the country who

Calgary will have the Dominion 
Exhibition this year. If other 
cities are jealous of this honor 
their feelings have no outward 
appearance. After all, jealousy 
is only a phase of ambition. 
Edmonton, Lethbridge, Moose 
Jaw, Brandon, Regina, Medicine 
Hat. may all have their eyes on 
the Government exhibition grant; 
but this year they will pack their 
grips, travelling with light hearts 
and heavy purses tu a city born 
with many silver spoons. 

Pathos isin the appeal issued 
by’ the Exhibition promoters. 
Come, they say, before the 
Indians and cowboys and the 
fascinating Western life are forced 
far into the background by the 
energetic wheat farmer. An 
illustration of a horse-backed 
rancher brought to bay by {a 
wheat stook adds significance. 
Wheat is making a fight against 
romance. Business is ousting 
sentiment. The binder is chasing 
the wild horse over the horizon. 
When you visit Calgary in July 
they will show you some ‘“‘old- 
time rough ridinlg by real cow- 
boys.’’ You will see also ‘‘some 
real Indian races.’’ The farmer 
knows well enough, that the Indian 
and the cowboy have all but 
changed their home from the 
prairies to the circus. Rough 
riding and the squaw races will 
be tendered ag amusement. Just 
as in Delft, and Rouen, and Ber- 
lin they put up quaint figures and 
customa like puppets for the 
tourist’s inspection. 

Where years ago there was one 
cowboy there are now hundreds 
of stooks. Western wildness 
clings to Calgary,but only a tinge 
to remind one it was born of the 
prairie. She story of the ranchers 
who upset the travelling show 
blows around as the winds. It 
happened atCalgary. The feature 
of the circus come to town was an 
exhibition’ of lariat throwing, 
probably by men who could tell 
you more in a minute concerning 
populous cities than in a week 
regarding the real West. But the 
Yalgary boys rescued tradition 
from the bottom of the circus 
drum. They turned up at the 
show -and roped in with their 
lassoes the whole contingency of 
cowboy mummers. This smacks 
of the West; the moral is that the 
West knows, and knows what it 
knows. 

One ,might think because the 
things which were, are not now, 
that Calgary suffers disappoint- 
ment. But the song of Alberta 
Red has a counteractive effect on 
dirges or reminiscence sung by 
sentimentalists, Who cares a jot 
for the past when the future is 
bounded only by _ enterprise?

WHEREAS the Municipal Council 
of the Town of Red Deer deem it ex- 
pedient that the Waterworks System 
in the Municipality be extended on 
Gaetz Avenue from Alexandra Street 
south to Victoria Avenue or Brick 
Street, and on Victoria Avenue or 
Brick’ Street ‘from Gaetz Avenue west 
to the end of Victoria Avenue or Brick 
Street. 

AND WHEREAS it has been esti- 
mated that the cost of the extension 
of the said works is the sum of $4500.00 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that there should be borrowed by the 
Municipality of the Town of Red Deer 
the said sum of $1500.00 for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, and that the indebted- 
ness thus created be spread over a 
period of twenty years, 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 


‘the whole rateable property of the 


said Municipality according to the last 
revised assessment roll is $1,555,226.00.
